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28. The antisense compound of claim 21 wherein the antisense 
oligonucleotide is a chimeric oligonucleotide. 
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29. A composition comprising the antisense compound of claim 
3 and a pharnaceut ically acceptable carrier or diluent. 



30. The composition of claim 29 further comprising a colloidal 
dispersion system . 

31. The composition of claim 2 9 wherein the antisense compound 
is an antisense oligonucleotide. 

32 . A method of inhibiting the expression of inducible nitric 
oxide synthase in cells or tissues comprising contacting said cells 
or tissues with the antisense compound of claim 3 so that expression 
of inducible nitric oxide synthase is inhibited. --
